A Talk with a Former Agent of the Utes 
at White River. 
From the Dcuyer (Col.) Tribune, 4th. 
Major William M. CrulJ, of this city,who 
acted as agent at the White River Agency 
in 18G3-70, was interviewed by a reporter 
of the Tribune yesterday. The Major be- 
ieyed that Father Meeker and all other 
whites, male and female, at White river 
lave been killed. The work waa accom­ 
plished, he thinks, on Monday night, after 
the ambush of the troops, by a portion ol 
the renegades detailed for that purpose. 
He believes the women have not been 
taken captive, but killed, as the sensual 
trait does not predominate In the tribe. The 
Mijor knew Douglas very well, and has 
always regarded him as upright for an In­ 
dian. The Chief’s passions are not strong, 
Jut he is treacherous and has never liked 
the whites. In 1870 Douglas made threats 
against the agent, and at one time Major 
Crull believed himself and employes in 
danger, but it was averted. Douglas is 
wily but cool, and if he is leading the out­ 
break is doing so after deliberation, and 
not as the outburst of passion or from sud­ 
den resolve. 
Major Crull says that the 
country between the agency aad Bear river 
is especially favorable to tho Indian mode
